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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the method of treating the surface can be performed with a 
variety of compositions beyond those of group II. For example it is well known to pretreat a 
printing surface with water alone. 

3. Alternatively, the applicant's composition can be used for process beyond those of group 
L For example, it is well known to use acetone for removing fingernail polish.
